As a contemporary said a few weeks 


ago apropos of these remarks: "One can 
understand the insidious strength of 
the temptation to indulge overmuch in 
this fascinating form of exeroiae. But 
the greater the temptation the greater 
the need of prudence and self-restraint 
We who look on as well aa practice the 
exercbeaee the necessity for this ad. 
vice with increasing evidence each 
month and year; it i* day by |ay be- 
coming more obvious, on the road, en 
the track, In the streets of the metropo- 
lis and other cities, that cycling is 
breaking it* own record la evidence be- 
fore the coroner, before the phyiiclan 
and surgeon, before the magistrate, be- 
fore the world at large," cycling circles 
alono excepted. 
Accidents daily in- 


crease, not from faults of the machines 
ridden— for, thanks to the skin, care 
and competency of the Industry that 
turns out cycles, there is the most ad- 
mirable safety work In this direction 
that ever was produced — but from the 
fault of the riden themselves; chiefly 
the fault of competition against other 
riden and -against all aorta and condi- 
tions of travelers— travelera on horse- 
back, in carriage*, by omnibus and on 
foot Lookers-on say there is marvel- 
ous precision if riding in the crowded 
streets. They may well marvel, but in 
this regard me ess Itself In meeting 
and evading obstacles does not mean 
winning; it means wear and tear of the 
constitution beyond anything that can 
be accredited when it is carefully ob- 
served. 
We have ourselves ridden 


under these trial*, and we know the ef- 
fects. During the feat the most active 
of the senses are strained to the utmost; 
the ear is strained to catch every voice 
and sound; the eye is strained to meet 
livery danger, as well as to avoid being 
a cause ot danger to others; the sense 
of touch is equally, strained; tbe mind 
aad the body are at full strain and the 
muscular sense at its highest mark.

It is little wonder that riders die while 
riding without actual collision; little 
wonder that the, papers should report 
that a well-known cyclist was found 
dead by the roadiide with his machine 
beside him, Framed in a manner not 
calculated to bear these strains, though 
they be less severe than riding daily 
through a London thoroughfare, this 
tentleman, from a nervous insufficiency, 
[ailed and succumbed under an exercise 
the too enthusiastic partisans of which 
»ay we have no right to criticise, albeit 
It is fatal to their best comrade*.— Lou- 
ion Lancet. . . ' . , . .

said that none 


showed better discipline or finer 
physique than the United States 
naval brigade. There was a harmony, 
grace and intelligence in ther march- 
ing that was certainly not surpassed 
if even equaled by any of the foreign 
corps. The men seemed at ease; they 
stepped freely and readly and yet in 
the most perfect unison, and they 
'swung into the park without the slight- 
est break or evidence of confusion. 
The English discipline was as perfect, 
but it was stifler and more mechan- 
ical. 


TJw Russians looked remarkably well 


in their white caps and handsome uni- 
forms and showed very good discipline. 
The men of the Dutch man-of-war com- 
pared faVorably with the rest of the 
parade in discipline. 
The French 


marched well and were perhaps the 
most picturesque of the foreigners. 
The Germans showed up excellently, 
receiving a hearty welcome. The Ital- 
ians looked fine, but did not keep time 
as well as some ot the other nationali- 
ties. The Brazilians and Argentines 
were not conspicuous in the parade and 
their discipline was not equal to that of 
well-trained Europeans. 


The familiar strains of the "Bed 


White and Blue" ushered in the third 
division, composed of state troops. The 
fine appearance of the men must havsj 
given the foreign admirals some new 
ideas regarding the citizen soldiery 
of America. The 
provisional regi- 


ment marched in admirable order, 
and those who had seen the foreigners 
pass had no reason to be ashamed of 
the Americans. All the citizen soldiers 
bore a highly creditable part in the 
most memorable review that New 
York has witnessed at least since the 
civil war and the foreign naval officers 
in gold and lace viewed the scene with 
an Interest that was evidently more 
than official.

The traiu'was met at the state line by 
the aldermanic committee and an es- 
cort to the Society of the Sons of Penn- 
sylvania. The passage of the train 
was marked by a trail of fire in the sky, 
for the Philadelphia eouncilmanic com- 
mittee had plentifully supplied them- 
selves with fireworks, which were set 
oft from the gondola car having the 
emblem of liberty. 


Crowds had gathered at points along 


the line and cheered the train as it 
passed. The great gathering at the de- 
pot cheered Itself hoarse for Old Lib- 
erty, and then shouted enthusiastically 
for Mayor Stuart of the otty of Broth- 
erly love. It would not be appeased 
until he had appeared and made a 
abort address. 


Then cheers for Old Liberty and three 


more for Philadelphia were given with 
a will, and the escort replied with three 
cheers for Chicago.

A MURDEROUS ASSAULT. 


A Ckravlot In the Missouri Penitentiary 


Fatallr sttabe a Hoard. 


JEFFEB8OS ClTT, Mo., April 33. — 3. 


W. Tucker, a guard at the Missouri 
penitentiary, was (tabbed to death by 
Jim Smith, a negro convict from 
Lewis county, just before noon yester- 
day. 
Smith worked in the harness 


shop, and while the men were in line 
marching to their dinner he "Suddenly 
sprang from the line and attacked 
Tucker with a knife which he had con- 
cealed about his person. He inflicted 
six terrible wounds, the worst of which 
are one in the back, penetrating to 
the kidneys, and one under the right 
shoulder blade, either of which would 
have proven fatal. 


Hill, another convict, sprang forward 


and caught Smith as he was about to 
plunge the knife into the victim's heart. 
Smith was chained in the solitary and 
Tucker was removed to the hospital. 
He cannot possibly lire. Three weeks 
ago he had occasion to reprimand 
Smith for some violation of the prison 
rules, and ever since Smith has been 
waiting his chance to murder him.

these lines of mathematical regularity 
are most bizarre— huge bare triangles, 
the outlines shortened, or lengthened, 
marked out like ft diagram by the inn 
into flat band* of light and (hade, th« 
reflections in the aaatt of the four1 
mighty angle* varying aeoordlng to thi 
time of day. The sloping sides, which 
at a distance appear •oaolntely plain, 
are, whec approached more nearly, dis- 
covered to be Broken up into a aeries » 
projecting stones, like a huge stalrout 
worn with age It is somewhat diffl- 
cult to judge at first sight of the size ol 
the pyramid, and the best -way is to 
measure the heigh* by climbing it! If 
fa at a, corner where the stages, which 
seem to have been mads far • race of 
giants, are divided into smaller steps, 
either for the sake of mortals of lesser 
stature or by the action of time, that 
the ascent of the (Treat pyramid of 
Cheops is mada We start, pushed from 
behind by one Arab guide, and dragged 
from above by another, with our eyes 
fully occupied with the dangete of the 
climb. 
Completely exhausted, alto- 


gether out of breath, and with knees 
too stiff to move, we pause at last, feel- 
ing as if we had scaled all three pyra- 
mids at once. But Looking round, we 
find we are scarcely one-third of the 
distance up, and see onr fellow-climbers 
looking like scattered ants upon the 
huge triangular mass. It is tv>t until 
the platform at the top is reached, and 
the lungs are filled with the pure air of 
the heights, that any real idea is ob- 
tained of the monument of Cheops. 


And what doe* this huge edifice con- 


tain? We must go down again to find 
out 


The entrance, which was walled up, 


is at a considerable height from the 
ground, and looks like the porch of a 
cave cut in the 'livmg rock. A dark; 
gloomy-looking door opens on to a low, 
narrow passage, witn floor, walls and 
celling all lined with granite, polished 
till it is like ice. An Arab guide, with 
a candle in his hand, hoists you on to 


4his shoulders and plunges with you into 
the slippery comuor, which descends 
rapidly to a hole in the rock on a level 
with the soil, going up again at the 
«ame angle. This opening gives access 
to a bare room, in which is a square 
hole, once the resting place of the mum- 
my of one the Pharaohs, The rest of 
the interior consists of two or three 
narrow passages, resembling omvitiei 
made in oak timber by the teredo? with 
two other chambers similar to that 
known as the king's all faced with 
granite, without a molding or orna- 
ment, of any kind; airless inclosures, 
- where no chink admits a, ray of light or 
•unshine, hng« masses of compact lime- 
stone, wrapt in utter night and silence. 
Such is the strange monument to build 
np which Cheops caused mountains of 
•tone to be removed by whole nations 
of people, who perished at their task 
beneath the whips of the convict guards.

Suak wis th* startling new* re- 
wiwd j-«ft.«a»y morning- by Adjt- 
Oen. Kennedy. * At »:« o'clock th»md- 
Jntant-general receired a telegram from 
Lieot. Plummer, Indian agent of the 
N»r»jo«, in which he stated that the 
wfato men hod been murdered by the 
Indian! who are now at war with the 
tattlers. He stated that the situation 
was a rery critical one, and asked that 
troops be called out to prevent further 
Woodshed. The telegram waa addressed 
to GOT. Waite, but he is out of the city, 
and the matter warn referred by the ad- 
jutant general. Lieut. Plummer stated 
that the people below Ourango are in 
a wild state of excitement, and grave 
fear* are entertained lest the Indians 
cozttinae their warfare along up the 
ralley. In his message the lieutenant 
states that two battles 
hare been 


fought already. The first was early 
Thursday when five men were killed, 
all settlers, while at another encounter 
three more whites lost their lives, and 
farther bloodshed is anticipated. 


The adjutant general forwarded his 


Information to the war department at 
Washington, and it is not unlikely that 
orders will be. issued from that source 
for the removal of the troops now quar- 
tered at Fort Logan. They can act 
outside the state, and would be of more 
avail in a connect with the Indians 
than state tfoops. 


Adjt.-Gen. Kennedy was inclined to 


regard the situation with a good deal 
of concern, although expressing the be* 
lief that the trouble would not extend 
very far north. 
He did not know 


whether or not Oov. Waits would order 
the national guard to the front, but 
thought he would do so. 


He declined to give copies of tele- 


grams sent and received by him, or to 
allow anyone to see them, stating that 
it was contrary to orders. In speak- 
ing of the affair he said that there are 
850 bucks who are raising the disturb- 
ance. 
"They are all mounted and 


equipped," said he, "with the best re- 
peating rifles and have supplies for a 
long war. They are a bad lot, and 
revel in plunder and murder. There 
has been ill-feeling among them for a 
long time and it has at last come to a 
head. 
The settlers and Indians in 


that country never could get albng in 
peace. 
The Indians ore continuity 


plundering and 
stealing from the 


whites who have submitted to the 
thefts until the past few days. 
The 


present conflict was precipitated by 
the resistance of the whites, to the 
depredations of a baud of warriors who 
raided the stodk of the cattlemen. 
They drove off a large herd at cattle 
which they, took; to the mountains. 
This so incensed the stockmen that 
they organized a large posse of cow- 
boys and went to recover the cattle. 


"The Indians fled on the approach of 


the cowboys at first, and the cattlemen 
were rejoicing in what they looked 
upon as a very easy victory, and after 
they had secured their cattle started to 
return to their range. They had pro- 
ceeded but a very short distance, how- 
ever, when they were attacked from 
the flanks.ns they were passing through 
a sort of shallow canyon, by the entire 
band of 550. 


"A desperate encounter followed, in 


which five cowboys were killed, and, it 
is believed, a, number of Indians. The 
red men, of course, had the advantage, 
and from their vantage points' above 
their adversaries fought with telling 
effect upon the cattlemen, who were 
finally repulsed. 


"They took with them part of the 


herd of cattle which they had'recov- 
ered nnd retreated. The Indians by 
this time were thoroughly aroused, and 
started on a marauding expedition 
across the country. The reservation 
of the Navajos is a large one, covering 
some 13.000 square miles in the north- 
western part of New Mexico and north- 
eastern Arizona, and extends up to the 
southern line of Colorado. On this 
there are thousands of Indians on the 
•warpath.' The band of 350 started 
from the reservation over into Arizona, 
crossed the line into New Mexico, go- 
Ing due east to a town called Jennet t, 
and thence on the San Juan river, and 
are now in that vicinity." 


A dispatch from Durango says: Three 


hundred Navajos have captured Tom 
Whyte's trading-port mission at Hog- 
beek, on the San Juan river, near 
TVelsha ranch. The homes of other set- 
tlers are surrounded by Indians, who 
are threatening to kill and burn. James 
Handy arrived from the scene of ac- 
tion, which is about seventy miles 
south of Durango, yesterday morning 
at 4 o'clock, and after securing a Bap- 
ply of ammunition for the settlers, 
changed teams and returned at once. 
Agent Bartholomew wired the Indian 
department regarding the situation 
yesterday morning, but as the Navajos 
are beyond his jurisdiction, he oan do 
nothing.
